Town Council was held in the 
Town Hall on Monday evening of 
this week, August 5th, at 8. p.m. 
All members of the Council were 
present, and Mayor Playfair occu- 
pied the chair.

Rubbbish in the form of 
tin cans, old auto bodies, ete., had 
all been removed to the western 
extrenity of the grounds, out of 
sight of the main highway and 
railway lines passing near the pre- 
mises, 

_The report of the Municipal In- 
spector, who recently conducted a 
routine inspection here, was also 
read and accepted by the Council.

son Bay has the distinction of being 
the most northerly fortress on the 
North American continent, It took 
nearly 40 years to complete, and 
rivalled Louisbourg and even Que- 
bec in strength. Each of its four 
walls was 40 feet thick, over 300 
feet in length, and rose to a height 
of 16 feet. On their parapets were 
mounted 40 guns ranging from 6 
to 24 pounders. No other fort of 
such strength and proportions. was 
built by the Hudson’s Bay Co. It 
was their answer to the French 
challenge in the Hudson Bay region 
yet it was surrendered to a French 
fleet, consisting of three small men- 
of-war under the command of Ad- 
miral La Perouse, without a single 
shot being fired.: 

Samuel Hearne, who was Gov- 
ernor of Fort Prince of Wales at 
the time of its capture by the 
French, proved a better explorer 
than a military commander, His 
journey on behalf of the company 
to investigate reports of copper 
northwest of Churchill was per- 
. | haps the most noteworthy feat ever 

| recorded in the annals of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company’s explorations. 
After two unsuccessful attempts he 
finally succeeded in reaching Cop- 
per Mine River in 1771, travelling 
on foot a distance of 1300miles ac- 
ross the Arctic wastes. On his 
journey he faced hardships and 
difficulties which only a man of 
courage and great resource could 
overcome; yet it is related that as 
soon as the French fleet appeared 
off Fort Prince of Wales and de- 

inanded its surrender, Governor 
Hearne immediately seized a white 
tablecloth and hoisted it over the 
parapet. The attackers had merely 
to come ashore and walk into the 
fort through wide-open gates. It 
is true that at the time the garrison 
of the fort consisted of only 40 men,

of bread-leaved weeds, perferably.

Thistle. The young larvae which 
hatch from the eggs, at first eat the 
underside of the leaves, but later 
may destroy the whole plant and 
where they are numerous enough, 
all the weeds are destroyed and 


the whole mass of “worms”. move - 


off in an army, feeding on a large 
variety of plants as they travel. 

It should be noted that these 
worms do not feed on most field 
crops, harming only flax ond al- 
falfa to some extent when no other 
food is. available. On the other 
hand, they have a beneficial affect 
in the field through the destruction 
of such common weeds as Lamb's 
quarter, Russian thistle and, Can- 
ada thistle. 

In gardens, however, the web- 
worm may cause severe damage. 
Though they prefer to feed on the 
weeds mentioned above, there is 
hardly a garden. plant they will 
not attack. Where these worms are 
numerous the whole garden crop 
is likely to be destroyed unless 
prompt ond effective control mea- 
sures ere taken, 

The worms can be prevented 
from coming into the garden .by 
plowing a furrow around it, turn- 
ing the furrow away from the 
garden and with the land side of 
the plow towards the garden, so 
that they will have a straight faced 
wall to climb. The furrow should 
be 8 to 10 inches deep so that the 
worms tend to fall back when they 
try’ to climb the straight faced 
wall and will crawl along the 
bottom of the furrow to find a 
better place. They can be trapped 
in the bottom of the furrow ‘by 
digging post holes in the bottom 
of the furrow every 10 to 12 feet 
along its length. The worms fall 
down into the post holes and can 
be destroyed there, In the case of 
webworms attacking fields of al- 
falfa, potatoes, or beets, a spray 
made up of Paris Green—3 pounds, 
lime-~<3 pounds, and 100 gallons of 
water, applied at the rate of 100 
gallons. to the acre, is effective. 
After a garden has been invaded, 
spraying with Paris Green so as 
to cover every worm as far as 
is possible, gives good results. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that Paris Green is highly poison- 
ous; that any vegetable sprayed 
with it should be thoroughly wash- 
ed, rinsed and peeled before use.
